Applicant's arguments appear to be directed towards all indepent claims that stand rejected, since specific claims with associated 
limitations have not been directly noted. Therefore, the Examiner will attempt to apply Applicant's arguments to all independent claims 
when responding to Applicants arguemnts. 

Regading Applicant's assertion that the Rosen et al. reference does not teach a load instruction, Rosen teaches indicating whether a load 
operation to a cache memory (2nd memory region) is targeted to a cache line in a write buffer circuit (set address 90. which may be 
interpreted as the 1st memory region; however, the cache line in the cache memory (2nd region) is not restricted from being also 
designated also as the 1st region. Store hit buffer 200 and the cache memory are each memories comprised of at least one memory 
region.) [col. 4, line 55 - col. 5, line 5]. As noted in Applicant's Specificaiton, the load operation comprises reading a region of memory 
[para.0006]. Thus a load (read) operation to a second memory region (cache memory line) covers (matches) a store operation located in 
a store write buffer that references a first memory region (which may be the store buffer or also the cache memory line, because the claim 
is not limited from interpreting the first and second memory regions as the same memory regions). The Kumar reference has not been 
included to teach the memory regions and matching operations of claims 31 and 36, and was only relied upon to teach the write- 
combining and multiprocessor limitations of claims 35 and 40-42. Therefore, the Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive and the . 
Examiner maintains the previous rejections. 
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
